Mayor Pro Tem Johnson-Burick stated for clarification, the solid waste increase is based on the CPI and not on
new contract with Southwest Disposal.

Mayor Barraza responded the CPI is at 7.48% this year

Mr. Mccilliway stated the Mesilla Valley contract was transferred to Southwest Disposal.

Mayor Barraz stated rates have been increased according to the CPI in past years. We will be out of town
Tuesday thru Saturday. Ms. Sellers is getting ready for the fiesta.
